Romulus to light yule 
tree, welcome Santa 


Romulus will brighten up 
considerably Friday night when 
five-year-old Mary Neighbors 
throws the switch that ignites the 
city Christmas tree and the 
multi-colored lights on the Civic 
Center buildings amid the 
pageantry that attends the 
annual event. 

Mary a kindergarten student at 
Halecreek Elementary School, 
will join Mayor James Stewart, 
other city dignitaries and the 
Bicentennial choir in ceremonies 
that will herald the coming of 
.Santa Claus. 

Sponsored each year by the city 
recreation department, the 
holiday event will start at 6:30 
p.m., with the Bicentennial choir 
singing Christmas hymns and 
songs. 


but Santa) is slated to arrive at 7 
p.m. and will host a Christmas 
Party inside city hall, with his lap 
being a special seat of honor for 
all the boys and girls as they fill 
his ear with their urgent requests 
for toys on Christmas morning. 

“Last year more than 500 
children turned out and this year 
the number could jump to 700 
kids,” said Marie DeBuysscher, 
director of the Parks and 
Recreation Department. “Each 
child will receive a small bag of 
candy with an orange and appie 
in it," she said. "It's an exciting 
time and everybody seems to 
enter into the spirit of the 
occasion." 

Coffee, hot chocolate and 
donuts also will be served while 
the youngsters are chatting with 
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Village, the old downtown section of 
the city. 

Andrew Powell, loans and grants 
specialist, said that low-income 
people may be eligible for a grant 
which pays for the work required to 
bring the home up to code, provided 
the amount of work required doesn’t 
exceed $3,500. 

“The only obligation," Powell 
explained, “is an agreement to pay 
back all or part of the grant should 
the owner sell his house within three 
years after completion of the work. 

“Slightly higher income people 
may be eligible for subsidized loans 
to improve their homes," he said. 
“If the person can meet regular 
bank credit requirements and is 
eligible for the Loans and Grants 
Program, he would receive a loan 
for the work done on his home. The 
interest would be subsidized by the 
Loans and Grants Program so that 
the homeowner would only be 
paying three-percent interest." 

Program guidelines state that 
every owner-occupant of a single 
family dwelling in Romulus is 
eligible to apply for loans or grants 
except employees of the city and 
members of their immediate 
families, or full-time regular 
employees of the Romulus Help 
Center and their immediate 
families. 

According to Powell, highest 
priority will be given to lw-income 
families. Those considwed low- 
income are: a family of two with an 
annual income of not more than 
$3,700; family of three, not more 
<4. .<*»; f *miJy nf four no* • sore 
than $5,500; family of five, not more 
than $6,400 per year, and a family of 
six could not make more than $7,300 
annually. 

Moderate income is designated as 
approximately $2,000 per year 
higher in each of those same 
categories. 

Those in the low-come bracket 
may receive an outright grant, while 
moderate-salaried families can 
obtain a low-interest loan.

for the three target areas is because 
they contain some of the older 
homes in the city and thus need 
updating to meet city codes. 

Other criteria considered in 
applicant eligibility are whether 
they are elderly, handicapped, 
reside in an area deemed most in 
need of rehabilitation and those who 
most need assistance in meeting 
city housing standards.

Powell added that the Loans and 
Grants Program is not designed to 
do “cosmetic" work on homes but to 
deal mostly with safety features. 

“Examples of some of the kinds of 
problems that constitute code 
violations are inadequate plumbing 
or heating, leaking roof, unsafe 
staircases, faulty electrical' wiring 
or any safety or health hazards in 
the home," Powell said. 


He added that city housing 
inspectors will make initial and final 
inspections to determine whether 
there are code violations and 
whether they have been properly 
repaired 

The Romulus Help Center is 
administering the program. Powell 
may be reached at 941-7970 to 
answer questions.

That was just one of the many 
ways one teacher used to explain 
nature’s cycle to youngsters visiting 
the South Huron Apple Orchards 
recently. 

The youngsters attend the Huron 
Countryside Cooperative Nursery 
and were visiting the New Boston 
facility along with teachers and 
parent volunteers to learn the 
complex process of making apple 
cider. 

The tour of the orchard and cider 
mill, which ended with a helping of 
cider and doughnuts, was one of 
many field trips that children at the 
nursery make. Recent journies took 
the youngsters to the Toledo Zoo, on 
a nature hike in the Oakwoods 
Metropark and a visit to a pumpkin 
patch. 

According to spokesman for the 
nursery, the field trips are planned 
to expand the children’s awareness 
and interest in the world around 
them. Augmenting those trips are 
parties on all the major holidays as 
well as each child’s birthday. 

The purpose of the Huron 
Countryside Nursery is to maintain 
and administer a program for 
preschool children 2*6 through 5 


years of age, the spokesman added. 
The curriculum has been 
established to encourage a child’s 
social and emotional development 
and to stimulate in the parents an 
awareness of this development, the 
spokesman said. 

Some of the classroom activities 
at the nursery are easel and finger 
painting, cutting, music, stories and 
physical exercises. The focal point 
of the classroom is a mi mature work 
bench where, with adult supervision, 
the children use a real saw, hammer 
and screwdriver. 

The children also a re encouraged 
to help clean up after each activity is 
finished, the spokesman added.

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has voted a 
temporary halt in implementation 
of a new policy requiring the 
medically indigent to go to Wayne 
County General Hospital (WCGH) 
for non-emergency treatment. 

The county legislators, meeting 
Dec. 2, decided to discontinue the 
policry , which became effective Dec. 
1, penifong a report on its impact 
from ^Their Human Resources 
Committee. 

The proposal that its 
implementation be delayed pending 
receipt of the Human Resources 
Committee report was made by 
Commissioner Jarrette Simmons 
(D-Detroit), the board’s vice- 
chairman. 

However, an im media te halt to the 
new practice was ruled out when 
Commissioner Mary E. Dumas (R- 
Livonia) later filed a motion for 
reconsideration of the decision to 
declare a hiatus. Mrs. Dumas 
contended the proposal was 
improperly before the board. 

A motion to reconsider delays 
implementation of a decision until 
after the motion has been voted on 
by the board. The next board 
meeting is scheduled for Dec. 16. 

The board voted to exempt 
maternity cases from the patients 
who would be required to go to the 


county hospital for treatment. 

The new policy was adopted as 
part of the 1976-77 county budget as a 
move to save $2.5 million annually 
by increasing patient utilization of 
WCGH, located in Westland. 

However, the Board of 
Commissioners instructed the 
Human Resources Committee to 
hold public hearings on the question 
of whether or not the new- policy 
would impose undue hardship on any 
citizen or institution. ^ 

At two such hearings, Detroit city 
representatives have charged the 
new policy will have a severe 
financial impact on Detroit General 
Hospital where m&qy such patients 
have been treated. 

Other speakers at the hearings 
have claimed that many in need of 
medical treatment will forego it 
rather than travel to the county 
hospital 16 miles West of Detroit. 

Patients affected by the new 
policy are persons with medical 
needs beyond their financial means 
who are not covered by Medicare, 
Medicaid or hospital-medical 
insurance 


community. 

TTie new office will open Monday 
and will be located at the southwest 
comer of Michigan Avenue and 
Inkster Road.

Originally, plans for the new office 
started four years ago, with a lease 
contract being awarded in July 1973 
However, the Contract was 
cancelled a year later because ol 
financial problems. 

Congressman Ford renewed 
efforts to obtain the office, but was 
stymied by a freeze on new leases, 
which went into effect in the 
summer of 1974. 

Based on the increasing work load 
at the Dearborn office, Ford argued 
in favor of the office, seeking a 
waiver of the freeze order on the 
grounds that the need was critical. 

The General Service 
Administration granted the request 
and plans for the new office were 
approved early this vear.

It maintains a 24- 
hour answering service where 
callers may leave their name and 
phone number and type of help 
required. The answering service 
contacts the “Fish of the Day,” 
a designated chapter member, 
who arranges for a volunteer to 
provide the service. 

“Persons volunteer their 
services to provide rides cne day 
each month or commit 
themselves for a few hours per 
month for phone duty,” said Mrs

enthusiastic, dedicated people, 
receiving much more than they 
give form their service of love.”

Crafts of Yule recall simple pleasures 


Henry Ford Museum recreates the 
special spirit that marked 
Christmas long ago this holiday 
season. Continuing through Jan. 2, 
“The Crafts at Christmas” recalls 


the quieter days when Americans 
had time to enjoy the simple 
pleasures of Yuletide festivities and 
fellowship. 

Along the museum’s Street of 


Tinsmithing stars 
at collectors show 


The almost extinct 
craft of tinsmithing will 
be demonstrated at the 
Detroit Christmas 
Antique and Collectors 
show now through 
Sunday at the East 
Eight Mile Ligit Guard 
Armory in Detroit. 

Gordon Brugman, a 
26-year-old tinsmith 
who apprenticed at 
Greenfield Village, will 
give daily 
demonstrations of his 
craft at the Detroit 
Christmas Antique and 
Collectors Show, using 
tools that date back to 
1850. His skills will turn 
out cookie cutters, 
candle sticks, lanterns, 
sconces and perhaps a 
few tin whistles for 
youngsters. 

The expression “not 
worth a toot” comes 
from the days long ago 
when youngsters would 
pester the local tinsmith 
to make them whistles 
from scraps of tin. 

Also in colonial days. 


tinsmiths were called 
whitesmiths, or 
brightsmiths, because 
of the color of the metal 
they worked with, as 
opposed to the 
blacksmiths. 

Brugman, an East 
Detroit Resident who is 
making a career out of 
his acquired skill, now is 
teaching his wife, 
Cathie, tinsmithing. 
When she is through her 
apprenticeship, he 
claims his wife will be 
the only female tinsmith 
in the country. There 
now are only two dozen 
recognized tinsmiths in 
the United States. 

The Detroit 
Christmas Antique and 
Collectors Show also 
will feature a tiffany 
lamp collection, 
highlighted by a $35,000 
dropped head blue 
Tiffany dragonfly lamp. 
Other signed Tiffany 
lamps will be exhibited 
that are valued from 
$10,000 to $30,000 each.

Regulating competition isn 't easy

WASHINGTON — Here’s a 
delightful little poem for you. I have 
subtitled it “The Bureaucrat’s 
Explanation.” 


“The rule of law, in 
complex times, 

Has proved itself deficient 
We much prefer the rule of 
men! 

It’s vastly more efficient 
Now, let me state the 
present rules,” 

The lawyer then went on, 
“These very simple 
guidelines 
You can rely upon: 

You’re gouging on your 
prices if 

You charge more than the 
rest. 


But it’s unfair competition 
If you think you can charge 
less. 

“A second point that we 
would make 

To help avoid confusion: 
Don’t try to charge the 
same amount: 

That would be collusion! 
You must compete. But not 
too much. 

For if you do, you see, 
Then the market would be 
yours — 

And that’s monopoly!” 


I’d like to claim to have written it, 
but both honesty and a copyright 
make that inadvisable. The two 
stanzas are from a much longer 
work by Richard W. Grant, entitled, 
Torn Smith and His Incredible 
Bread Machine,” and are quoted 
here with his permission. 

That lighthearted poetry offers 
food for thought on two levels, one 


superficial and the other profound. 

First, and obviously, it pays 
tribute to the very real frustrations 
of today’s business managers in 
their struggles with a regulatory 
bureaucracy that seems impossible 
to please. 

And second, it raises an important 
question about our economic 
system. Karl Marx pointed out that 
a competitive economic system such 
as laissez-faire capitalism 
theoretically should not be able to 
survive, because the stronger 
competitors would eliminate the 
weaker until eventually only one 
firm remained, and then there would 
be no competition. 

We have mar e-or- less accepted 
that Marxist fear and tried to 
prevent it from coming to pass with 
laws against restraint of trade and 
monopoly. The problem with this 
approach, however, is that laws 
designed to preserve competition 
tend to prohibit it, as the poem so 
cleverly illustrates. And in 
discouraging competition, they deny 


to the consumer its benefits: a 
superior combination of price, 
quality, service, style, etc. 

Lest you think this is an 
excessively theoretical discussion, 
consider two recent real-world 
examples: 

Item one: The Federal Trade 
Commission has accused General 
Foods of not charging enough for its 
“Maxwell House” brand coffee. 

Item two: The Federal Trade 
Commission has demanded that 
Borden, Inc., license other 
companies to make and sell its 
brand of reconstituted lemon juice, 
“ReaLemon.” Not only that, but 
Borden is also supposed to let them 
call their products by the same 
name. Reason? “ReaLemon” was 
too popular with consumers. 

I’m not about to recommend 
junking the antitrust and 
antimonopoly statutes. But it is a 
curious paradox, when you stop to 
think about it, that government 
efforts to promote competition can 
sometimes be anticompetitive. 


Ask the governor 

Watch for pitfalls when investing 


QUESTION: I understand the 
Corporation and Securities Bureau 
of the Michigan Department of 
Commerce has intensified efforts to* 
inform Michigan citizens of the 
dangers and pitfalls in investing- 
What should we be on the lookout for 
when investing our money? 

GOVERNOR: Securities fraud 
represents not only large monetary 
loss but often crushed dreams and 
visions of Michigan citizens. The 
Corporation and Securities Bureau 
has described the various securities 
frauds and offered tips on how to 
avoid them in a series of press 
releases. Here are a few points: 

Be suspicious of any offer to 
buy or sell a security at a price 
“away from the market” because 
such offers are rarely legitimate. 

+ Check with the Bureau; it 
registers securities broker-dealers 
and their agents. The Bureau will 
verify if a company or individual is 
properly registered. Never deal with 
someone whose identity or 
credentials you cannot confirm. 

£ Don’t buy securities over the 
phone from people you don’t know. 
Inquire about the company's 
business history, officers, its 


earning records, etc. 

• When offered unusually high 
interest rate— a rate higher than a 
bank will pay— for the use of your 
money, investigate the financial 
condition of the company or 
individual. 

• If investing in oil or gas 
securities, get a geologist report if 
possible. 

+ Obtain a copy of the operating 
agreement between yourself and the 
promoter or dealer. 

• Check references of 
companies if given and then verify 
the information. 

So-called white collar crime is 
extremely costly to Michigan 
citizens. The Bureau is an excellent 
source of information. People need 
to realize that in any questionable 
investment or securities situationl 
they can verify what is legitimate 
and what may be outside the law by 
contacting the Bureau at 517-373- 
0485. 

QUESTION: I’m a senior citizen 
who doesn't file an income tax 
return. How do I go about filing for 
my property tax relief rebate? 

GOVERNOR: You can obtain a 
special application from the State 


Department of Treasiry. Since you 
don’t pay state income tax, you can 
file early— in December. As an 
eligible claimant, you must report 
your year’s total income and the 
amount of property tax. For those 
whose only source of income is 
Social Security, the year’s final 
income figure can be obtained from 
the December check. 

As a senior citizen, you may be 
entitled to a rebate of 100 percent of 
the residential property taxes you 
pay above a 3 .5 percent of household 
income. If your income is less than 
$6,000 a year, the 35 percent cutoff 
point is lowered on a sliding scale 
according to the amount of income. 

If you need assistance with the 
application, you can call the 
Individual Income Tax Division of 
the Michigan Department of 
Treasury at 517-373-2910 and it will 
refer you to the nearest district 
office for personal attention. The 
Michigan Office of Services to the 
Aging (517-373-8230) also will refer a 
person to a hometown agency for 
personal assistance 

The 1973 property tax relief law 
was intended to reduce the tax 
burden on people who pay more than

The tumult of the 20th Century has 
taught us again the andent lesson 
that people get the leaders they 
deserve.

Today there is an unfortunate 
tendency among us to accept 
mediocre standards of performance 
from our leaders, and then to be 
rather contemptuous of them Both 
attitudes should be altered. We 
should set high standards of 
performance for our leaders and

then honor them. 

Most great leaders a re the product 
of great emergencies or disasters— 
which is to say that they are made 
not bom. They appear when a 
society needs them desperately. 
Perhaps only under such conditions 
of extreme need can there be both 
the mandate and the highly 
motivated followers that great 
leadership requires. 

No society should expect to have 


an endless succession of 
extraordinary leaders. A healthy 
society— especially one with our 
tradition of dispersed power— should 
be able to function well with good 
rather than great leaders. Indeed, 
one of the glories of our society is 
that “the system” is not excessively 
dependent on The Leader. 

Our kind of society doesn’t need 
leaders to tell the people what to do. 
For us, the task of leaders is to help 
us understand the problems that all 
must face and to work with others in 
finding paths to those goals. It is 
part of the leaders' task to mobilize 
support for the goals chosen, 
maintaining motivation and morale 
and nurturing a workable level of 
public unity. Leaders must use 
existing institutions in pursuit of the 
society’s goals or help redesign the 
institutions to achieve these goals. 

Leaders must also help people 
know what they can be, at their 
best— calling forth the kind of effort 
and restraint, drive and discipline 
that make for great performance. In 
leadership at its best, the leader 
stands as a symbol of the 
community, its traditions, values 
and purposes 

In a free society, leaders perform 
those functions within a framework

a certain percentage of their 
household income in property taxes 
(for most people this is 3.5 percent). 
They receive a rebate of 60 percent 
of the excess above that figure— up 
to $1,200. 

This program has provided $400 
million in relief so far and is 
expected to provide $215 million or 
more in the coming year. 

QUESTION: As it gets colder and 
colder, how do I go about taking 
advantage of the Department of 
Natural Resources free firewood 
program? 

GOVERNOR: You need to contact 
theDNR fieldoffice closest to you to 
obtain a permit. The permit outlines 
what type of wood can be cut and in 
what area. Most of the material is 
already dead, trimmed from trees 
or otherwise specified by the DNR 
as eligible for the firewood program. 
You are responsible for providing 
your own saw and doing your own 
cutting and hauling. 

The DNR offices in Lansing, 
Cadillac. Roscommon, Mio, 
Gaylord, Newberry, Escanaba, 
Marquette and Baraga can provide 
additional information about the 
program in those areas.

Blood 

donors 

needed 

In between the rush of planning for 
holiday festivities and getting ready 
for the New Year, volunteer blood 
donors in Western Wayne County 
sometimes forget about the 
continual need for blood. 

According to the Red Cross, whole 
blood lasts only 21 days and, 
unfortunatley, with the Christmas 
and New Year travel, accident rates 
usually soar, thus creating the need 
for blood. 

In order to avoid a slump in blood 
donations during the holiday season, 
the Red Cross is urging donors to 
make an extra effort to give. 

Giving blood is a painless 
procedure, a Red Cross spokesman 
said. Before giving blood, each 
donor is screened by a Red Cross 
nurse, at which time his or her 
temperature is taken and the blood 
pressure, pulse and hemoglobin are 
checked. A series of questions also 
are asked to outline the donor’s 
medical history. 

The actual drawing of blood takes 
only six to eight minutes. Following 
the donation, the donor is escorted 
to a canteen, where orange juice and 
cookies are served. The entire 
procedure takes no longer than 45 
minutes to one hour.

gasoline along major routes. 

Disney World, one of the big 
reasons for central Florida’s 
booming success, recently opened 
its new' "River Country" next to 
Fort Wilderness Campground. The 
6-acre water recreation area 
features an "old swimming hole," 
waterfalls, raft rides and picnic 
areas. 

Also new is the 12-million, 5,000- 
seat Atlantis Theater at Orlando’s 
Sea World. It is perched on the edge 
of a 17-acre lagoon and is designed 
for aquatic shows, televised water 
sports and theatrical productions. 

The expanded Ringling Brothers 
and Barn urn & Bailey’s Circus 
World near Haines City, about 12 
miles west of Disney World, boasts 
"Participation Circus" for anyone 
who ever dreamed of performing 
under the Big Top. Guests can walk 
the high wire, fly on the trapeze or 
have their faces painted like clowns. 

At West Palm Beach, there is the 
new Lion Country Safari 
Amusement Park with 15 rides that 
is scheduled to open Dec. 15. Another 
wild attraction will be Hurricane 
World, about two miles east of 
Orlando. The $5-million, 20-acre 
complex is scheduled to open early 
next year. Highlights include a 
storm testing facility, a mini-theater 
for hurricane films and what is 
billed as the "scariest ride yet 
designed by man”— an aerial 
hurricane ride called the "Eye". 

Motorists pulling trailers or just 
pitching tents will find state 
campgrounds under heavy pressure 
through mid-January, according to 
Florida Natural Resources 
spokesmen. The state has about 
2,000 campsites with abort half set 
aside for the "drive-in trade." 

Hotel and motel pressure always 
is heavy in winter but this year 
Florida has several new hotels and 
motels and more are scheduled to 
open next year. Miami's Omni 
International, set to open in the 
spring, is a 20-story, 556-room hotel 
that is part of a $76-million complex 
featuring an enclosed mall with 140 
shops on several levels. It is Miami’s 
first new mayor hotel in 11 years. 

Michigan motorists who spend 
winter on Florida’s sun-drenched 
beaches will find the • Sunshine 
State’s Interstate highway system is 
about 77 percent complete, with the 
bulk of the uncompleted mileage the 
275 miles of 1-75 in southwest 
Florida. 

The 1-75 bridge over the 
Caloosahatchee River, which was 
started two years ago, is expected to 
be completed in February. In 
Southeast Florida, the 78-mile 
stretch of 1-95 between Miami and 
PGA Boulevard in Wes?t Palm Beach 
also is open. 

Southern Michigan motorists 
should allow at least 2Vfc days of 
driving time to reach the Florida 
state line and 3*6 days to go all the 
way to Miami. From the Kalamazoo 
area in West Michigan, the drive 
covers an average of 70 miles more 
and costs 25 cents more in tolls, but 
it includes about 71 miles more of 4- 
lane highway.

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Anxiety — what to do about it 


Everybody experiences anxiety, 
according to the National 
Association for Mental Health. Few 
people are fully aware of what 
unrelieved anxiety does to people, 
and what can be done about the pain 
caused by constant uneasiness of 
mind. 

Highway accidents, job failures, 
family spats and even physical 
ailments have been attributed to 
excessive tensions and worry. Dr. 
Oswald Hoffmann of radio’s 
Lutheran Hour says, "There are 
good reasons for calling this the Age 
of Anxiety. In spite of steadily 
improving standards of living in 
many parts of the world; in spite of 
increased knowledge of mental 
difficulties and improved methods 
for treating them; yes, in spite of 
widespread religious revival, 
anxiety has strengthened its grip 
upon millions of people.” 

Experts who have dealt with all 
kinds of mental and emotional 
problems point out that not all 
anxiety is bad. Nor is rest always the 
best cure. 

Anxiety is often like the pain 
which alerts the senses and causes a 
woman to withdraw her finger 
quickly from an iron still too hot to 
handle. Tension can be a self- 
protective reaction when we are 
faced by threats to our safety — like 
illness, violence, financial trouble, 
job difficulties and family problems. 

Sitting down and brooding are not 
usually the best ways to overcome 
tension and anxiety. Whacking a 
little white pellet around the golf 
course or beating a rug hung over a 
clothesline, pruning the shrubs or 


cutting the grass may be far better 
than following the well-intended 
advice of friends to relax and don’t 
worry. 

Professional advice may be in 
order in some instances, especially 
if anxieties build up constantly to the 
point where they take charge 
instead of submitting to control by 
the ordinary means available to 
almost everyone. 

If your tensions are not severe 
enough for professional attention, 
there are some things you can do. 

First of all, spot the situations that 
regularly produce tension. If it’s a 
job you know must be done, either 
get at it without worrying about your 
performance or whether you will do 
as well as someone else, or get 
somebody who can help you do it 
better than you could a 11 by yourself. 

If playing bridge or the gossip that 
often passes over the bridge table 
unnerves you and leaves you tense 
for days afterward, forget about the 
bridge club. There are other ways 
for you to pass the time to better 
advantage. 

Take a good look at yourself. Don’t 
shoot for the moon, if you want to 
avoid anxiety. Some people expect 
too much from themselves, and get 
into a constant state of worry and 
anxiety because they think they are 
not achieving as much as thev 
should. An impossible ideal of 
perfection is an open invitation to 
failure and to the build-up of 
anxiety. One of the first steps to 
overcoming feeling of anxiety is to 
quit trying to play Superman. 

A regular physical check-up may

be important for you. Poor eyesight 
or some other physical disability 
could be an undiscovered cause of 
your anxiety. Half of America’s 
4,000,000 diabetics do not know that 
they have this disease. It’s better to 
recognize your disabilities, 
whatever they are, than to fight 
them in the dark without knowing 
what they are! 

Talk out your troubles. It often 
helps to get your worries "off your 
chest" when you can confide them to 
another person in. whom you have 
confidence: a sympathetic friend, 
an understanding member of your 
family or the pastor of your church. 

Dr. Hoffman, in pointing out that 
anxiety takes other troubles and 
often makes them appear mountains 
says, "Anxiety can inflate ordinary 
problems, blowing them up to giant 
size. Under the influence of anxiety, 
people easily get the idea that 
trouble will not stop until it has 


ruined them." 

What possible good can come out 
of trouble? It can help to make you a 
more mature man or woman when 
you learn how to deal with the 
anxieties which arise quite normally 
under the circumstances. "Trouble 
is an invitation to leave the worrying 
to God.” says Dr. Hoffman. 
"Anxiety will never make you one 
inch taller, but dependence upon 
God can make you 10 feet tall.” 

Don’t be worried over the fact that 
you have worries. Everyone has 
them. Don’t play the hero by 
sticking it out and suffering with 
your anxieties. Take a trip or engage 
in some activity that enlists your 
interest and energy — to get yourself 
out of the rut and dear your mind 
that you may cope with pressures 
lying ahead. But do all with faith in 
God, whose love and care are sure: 
"Cast all your anxiety on Him; He 
cares about vou.”

Should Children Attend funerals? Harold Rediske 
As members of a home In mourning, children must be 
allowed to express their own grief lust as fully as ackilt 
members. We violate their rights If we forbid them this 
natural, emotional outlet. Mourning Is a part of 
growing up, of maturing. To deny the child this 
emotional experience Is to stifle his natural develop- 
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ment. 

Generally, a child can deal with a loss far better than 
one might expect. After giving full vent to his feelings, 
a child can become a bit more mature. He has seen, 
grieved, and recovered. A child's emotional resiliency 
is remarkable. With adequate preparation, a child may 
be permitted to attend the funeral, and be all the better 
for it. The child, as a family member, shares the grief, 
feels the loss. He or she gives support and receives it in 
return from his family at the time of mourning. 

The child sees and feels with all those who are around 
him. He has a sense of belonging which only the 
common bond of grieving together can provide. 

But the child must be told what to expect at the funeral. 

The child who understands what he Is soon to ex- 
perience is that much more likely to be at ease, or at 
least, sbmewhat less disturbed. 

Under no circumstances should a child be forced to 
attend the funeral. In fact. If you can anticipate that the 
child might be given to hysterical outbursts. It might I 
be good judgment to keep the overly-sensltlve child at 
home. After the funeral, the child might be asked to loin 
with the family and share their grief, thus enabling him 
to express his own feelings.

Garnishes add class to turkey 


With turkey in plentiful stf>plyand 
with the bird such a favorite at 
holiday time, the garnish 
glamourizes it and makes it into a 
gourmet treat no matter what form 
it is served. Here are a few ideas : 

Start with a fringe of parsley or a 
ruffle of salad greens around the 
bird.

Cut a lemon in wedges and slice an 
orange. Alternately place wedges 
and slices around the turkey on top 
of fresh greens. 

Cook and drain mixed dried fruit. 
Circle turkey with light and dark 
fruit and drop in a few red cherries 
for extra color. 

Group quarter slices of orange in 
petal fashion around halves of crab 
apples, one for each serving. 

Cut pineapple slices once, so you 
can spread slices on a diagonal line 
around crab apples, one for each 
serving. Picks hold slices vertical. 

Use whole, canned or pickled 
apricots in place of crab appies. 

Circle the turkey with halves of 
canned, drained peaches with a 
cooked prune in the center of each 
peach half. 

Place canned, drained halves of 
peaches, pears or apricots or a 


combination of all three, around the 
turkey and put a spoonful of 
cranberry or red current jelly or 
orange marmalade in the center of 
each fruit half.

Set the action scene in your kitchen and select a recipe that will guarantee 
raves. Be sure the treat is packable. Coconut Dream Squares, for example, 
are easy to make and remain moist because tender flakes of coconut are 
combined with brown sugar, butter, walnuts and a few other ingredients. 
They’re pretty, too, with a layering effect that makes them festive enough for 
party serving. 

There are plenty of imaginative gift boxes in your home right now. Just look 
around. Empty coffee cans can be decorated with adhesive-backed paper in 
colorful design; empty cardboard boxes are ideal for covering with fabric. Or, 
store the coconut gift treats in a metal container which your friend can use 
later. Remember to put a layer of crumpled paper inside the tin or box as a 
cushion for your coconut creations. 

Coconut Dream Squares 

1 cup unsifted flour 

V 4 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
One third cup soft butter or margarine 

2 eggs 

1 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
% cup unsifted flour 
l /t teaspoon double-acting baking powder 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 and one-third cups (about) flaked coconut 
1 cup chopped walnuts 

Combine 1 cup flour and V 4 cup brown sugar. Add butter and mix until 
thoroughly blended. Press firmly into an ungreased 9-inch square pan and 
bake at 350 degrees for 15 minutes. Meanwhile, beat eggs until light. Add 1 cup 
brown sugar gradually, beating until mixture is light and fluffy. Mix V 4 cup 
flour with the baking powder; fold into egg mixture. Mix in vanilla, coconut, 
and nuts. Spread over baked mixture in pan, return to oven and bake 20 to 25 
minutes longer or until lightly browned. Cool. Cut in squares. Makes about 2 
dozen. 

Frozen baked goods a boon 


All manner of baked goods can be 
frozen successfully and some are 
even improved by freezing. Yeast 
rolls and breads tend to taste 
fresher, for example, while fruit 
cakes are more mellow and easier to 
slice. 

Cakes, cookies, yeast breads and 
quick breads may be stored longer if 
they are baked before freezing. 


Fruit pies, on the other hand, keep 
longer if frozen unbaked. For 
, specifics, check the storage time 
chart found in most freezing 
manuals. 

Virtually any kind of pie, except 
custard, can be frozen successfully. 
However, meringue and whipped 
cream toppings should be omitted 
Add these at serving time.

For most Americans 


Hot brew? it's coffee all the way 


Ask any Western Wayne County resident what 
their favorite hot beverage is, and most will 
answer coffee. Whether black, with sugar or 
cream or both, coffee by far is the brew most 
consumed here and throughout the United 
States. 

And it might seem to non-coffee drinkers that 
soaring coffee prices would slow down coffee 
consumption. But Americans are true to their 
favorite brew. In fact, the most recent menu 
census says that 20 percent of all Americans 
start the day with only a cup of coffee. The 
average breakfast for American adults who 
bother to eat anything at all in the morning is 
just some buttered toast and a cup of coffee. 

There may not be an awful lot of coffee in 
Brazil these days; a major freeze has cut the 
crop, so here are some things coffee drinkers 
should know to combat the ever rising price of 
their favorite brew. 

Those giant vacuum packed cans of ground 
coffee that look like such bargains on your 
supermarket shelf may not turn out to be the 
bargains they seem unless you’re providing 
coffee for an army. Once the vacuum seal on the 
can is broken, the quality and flavor of coffee 
begin to deteriorate. Ground coffee is at its best 
for only four to five days after the vacuum seal is 
broken. After a week, it’s well past its prime. 

If you’re a small coffee drinking family, live 
alone or have a connoisseur’s palate — or any 
combination of these — fresh roasted coffee 
beans you grind yourself will do you better. 
Coffee remains at its peak of flavor for three 
weeks after it’s roasted, and it can be stored in 
your home freezer for even longer periods of 
time, say the folks from Brazil who supply coffee 
beans to distributors, as large as the huge 
supermarket chains and as small as your local 
gourmet food market. 

"Never store coffee beans in the bag from the 
store,” one director of sales said. "For one thing, 
they’re great absorbers of refrigerator smells. 
For another, they’ll pick up the moisture of your 
refrigerator or freezer, and you’ll have a less 
than satisfying blend in a soggy paper bag.” 


He advises that coffee beans are best stored in 
an air-tight container, either in your refrigerator 
or your freezer. Coffee beans will remain at their 
peak of freshness stored this way for between 
three and four months. 

When you’re brewing coffee, always 
remember that directions on the package are for 
6 oz. cups. Usually, two level tablespoons of 
coffee should be used for each cup of coffee 
you’re brewing. Check the container your coffee 
came in to be sure. 


Start with coffee that’s ground to the proper 
consistency for the method you’re using. 
Whether it’s percolator, electric drip, vacuum or 
filter, does make a difference. Always start your 
brew with cold water fresh from the tap. Be sure 
the coffee you’re using — whether it’s in the bean 
or already ground is fresh. Check the date on 
the package to determine how fresh your coffee 
really is. Measure carefully. Brew according to 
the directions for your coffee pot. And drink 
hearty.

Florida can choose from four 
principal highway routes. They are 
labeled A, B, C and D on Auto Club’s 
accompanying map. 

The most direct route for East 
Michigan tourists is Route A via 1-75. 
Its 1,410 miles include 1,406 miles of 
4-lane highway and tolls for the 
entire trip to Miami cost $5.20. Route 
A goes through Cincinnati, 
Lexington, Knoxville and 
Chattanooga but skirts Atlanta via a 
bypass. There is semi-mountainous 
terrain on only about 50 miles of the 
trip in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

The most direct route for West 
Michigan motorists is Route B. 
From western and central 
Michigan, it is reached via Fort 
Wayne and Indianapolis. East 
Michigan travelers go by way of 
Toledo, Cincinnati and Louisville. 
All but six of the 1,465-mile length is 
4-lane highway. 

AltemateRouteTM , which includes 
noute B to Nashville, is 1,518 miles 
long and has less freeway than 
Route B. Its main advantage is as an 
alternate to Route B in case of bad 
weather around Chattanooga and 
Atlanta. Tolls for both Route B and 
B-l are $5.20. Although Route B is 55 
miles longer than Route A from the 
Detroit area, driving time is about 
the same because there are 
practically no mountain roads. 

Some 1 ,200 of Route C’s 1,690 miles

However, from spring through fall, 
there are views of mountain 
scenery, and 4-lane highways 
comprise 1,258 miles of the route. 
Tolls total $6.80.

Metroparks offer ski trails 


Cross-country skiing is available 
at several Huron-Clinton 
metroparks, which serve residents 
in Wayne, Livingston, Macomb, 
Oakland and Washtenaw counties, 
during the 1976-77 winter season. 

The new winter sport is growing in 
popularity at Metro Beach 
Metropark near Mt. Clemens, Stony 
Creek Metropark near Rochester - 
Utica, Kensington Metropark near 
Milford, Hudson Mills Metropark 
northwest of Ann Arbor, Lower 
Huron Metropark near Belleville, 
Willow Metropark between New 


Boston and Flat Rock and Oakwoods 
Metropark near Flat Rock. 

1716 cross-country ski trails are 
free at the metroparks, and there 
are no vehicle entxV charges during 
the winter months at the 
metroparks. 

In addition cross-country ski 
rental services are available at 
Kensington and Stony Creek parks.

Pointes and other communities, that 
created havoc and forced large 
numbers of people to seek shelter 
and medical treatment. This could 
happen anywhere. 

"By giving these emergency aid 
units to the local communities, we 
are making help more readily 
available to people who might need 
it quickly and would feel more 
comfortable receiving care in their 
own neighborhood.’ * 

Each unit contains supplies for 20 
patients including cots, blankets, 
pillows, crutches, medical supplies, 
litters, bandages and other 
equipment. Emergency building 
items such as nailsand tools also are 
included. 

According to Civil Defense 
Director George Young, the county 
divided the original hospital units 
into 40 separate first aid stations 
which are being offered free to 
suburbia'll communities in the 
county.

Be alert to winter dangers 

Know conditions for sports 


Watch for our... 


Ice fishing and skating are just a 
few of the winter sports enthusiasts 
will be taking to the ice for, but 
these same people should be alert to 
the dangers of such sports. 

Knowing where and under what 
conditions to participate in outdoor 
snow and ice sports can prevent 
many of the accidents and tragedies 
that occur during the winter, a 
spokesman for the Red Cross said. 

And the organization has safety 
rules to make winter ice sports fun 
and safe: 

— Always check conditions before 
venturing out on the ice. Whenever 
possible use ice at supervised areas 
suck as those operated by park 
systems. Shallow water areas such 
as ponds and small lakes are best for 


skating. Ideally, the water should be 
more than waist deep. 

— Use the buddy sy stem and skate 
close to shore, but never at night. 
Avoid gathering in large groups. Ice 
fishermen likewise should spread 
out 

— Always warn other skaters of 
dangerous ice conditions and areas 
where they exist when you know of 
them. 

— Four or more inches of ice is 
safe for skating and hockey, but 
snowmobiling, ice boating and 
similar activities require seven or 
eight inches because of extra 
weight. 

Hazardous ice conditions include 
ice that has been subject to 


periodic thawing and 

refreezing. The ice often is decayed 
and weakened. This is especially 
true in late winter and early spring. 

Equally as dangerous is the early 
winter period when the ice first 
freezes. The ice often is deceptively 
thin and likely to be weaker toward 
the center of the lake or pond. New 
ice is not really safe until it has 
frozen at least three to four inches 
thick and even then skaters should 
stay reasonably close to shore. 

And in case of accidents on ice 
simple rescue equipment includes a 
length of rope, pole, ladder or plank. 
Such materials should be kept 
handy at skating areas. 

Rescuers also can improvise with

a tree limb, spare tire or sturdy 
article of clothing. 

According to the Red Cross, the 
safest way to rescue someone who 
has fallen through the ice is to lie flat 
on the ice, edge forward and extend 
the rescue equipment toward the 
victim. 

When the victim has grasped it 
securely, pull him or her safely to 
the shore. Never stand on the ice 
while a ttempting to rescue someone. 

When no rescue equipment is 
available, several persons, 
depending on ice conditions and how 
far the victim is from shore, can 
form a human chain by lying flat on 
the ice, holding the ankles of skates 
of the person in front of them. The 
“chain” edges its way to the victim, 
and the lead man grasps the victim’s 
wrists, with the entire 1 ine wriggling 
back to safety 

If you are alone and fall through 
the ice, don’t try to climb out, die 
Red Cross advises. Instead, extend 
both arms along the ice surface and 
kick vigorously, pushing your body 
forward and flat onto the ice at the 
edge of the hole, then roll to safety. 
If you have knife or other sharp 
object, dig it into the ice to get a grip 
on the slippery surface and pull 
yourself onto solid ice. 

And follow these tips after rescue: 

— If the victim is not breathing, 
give mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
immediately and first aid for 
exposure to the cold. 

— Get the victim to warm shelter 
as quickly as possible. 

— Remove wet or frozen clothing. 

— Rewarm the victim by 
wrapping him in blankets, or by 
placing him in a tub of warm, not 
hot, water. 

— If the victim is conscious, give 
him hot liquids to drink, but not 
alcoholic beverages.

Kissing under mistletoe 
has its origins in legend 


The custom of kissing under the 
mistletoe came to this country with 
the English colonists who settled in 
the South. But horticulturists point 
out that the origin of the custom goes 
back much farther than Merrie Olde 
England. 

According to Norse legend, the 
mother of Balder, the sun god, 
persuaded every living thing but one 
— the mistletoe — to promise not to 
harm him. Balder’s fellow gods shot 
him with an arrow of mistletoe 
wood. His mother’s love brought 
him back from the dead. Her tears of 
joy turned to mistletoe berries, and 
she kissed everyone who passed 

beneath the mistletoe.

Another legend has mistletoe 
growing on the sacred oak of the 
Druids, the Celtic priests of ancient 
Gaul and Britain. The Druids cut 
pieces of mistletoe at certain times 
of the year for their followers to 
wear as charms or hang over their 
doorways to keep evil spirits away. 



A friend entering beneath the 
mistletoe received a kiss from the 
host to seal their friendship. 

The ancient Romans saw the 
mistletoe as a symbol of hope and 
peace. Enemies meeting under it 
would lay aside their weapons, kiss 


each other and declare a truce. 

Some early Christians, on the 
other hand, thought the mistletoe 
was the forbidden fruit of the 
Garden of Eden or the source of the 
wood for Christ’s cross. 

In Olde England, the girl who was 
not kissed under the mistletoe was 
supposedly doomed to be an old 
maid for another year. 

In addition to its value as a good 
luck charm, the mistletoe also was 
prized by various peoples for its 
medicinal value. Infertility, epilepsy 
and toothache are some of the 
ailments it supposedly cured. 

Amercian mistletoe grows wild in 
southern states. It is a parasite of 
oak, cottonwood, alder and some 
conifers. It attaches itself to the 
water-conducting system of the host 
plant. Birds spread mistletoe seeds 
by wiping the sticky fruit from their 
beaks onto branches and trees. The 
hard-covered seeds stick there until 
they germinate. 


stores are likely to be the most 
expensive places to buy them. 

To make a solution for soaking 
pine cones, newspaper logs, kindling 
or other materials, dissolve one 
pound of the desired chemical in one 
gallon of water. Use only one 
chemical in each batch of solution. 

“An old paint can or ceramic 
crock is a good container to mix and 
treat in,”Heiligmann said "Don’t 
use a good metal container unless 
you want to see it ruined. These 
chemicals are corrosive. For this 
reason, wear rubber gloves to 
protect your hands.” 

After the chemical is dissolved, 
soak the materials to be treated fora 
day or two. Up to a point, the longer 
the material soaks, the more intense 
and long-lasting the color will be. 
experiment to see how long it takes 
to produce the intensity of color you 
want. 

Dry the materials on newspapers. 
Store in mesh onion bags or nylon 
net dyed with food coloring the same 
color the materials will produce 
when they are burned. You also can 
dye the cones or other materials by 
dipping them briefly in water 
containing food coloring. 

"Remember when working with 
and disposing of these chemicals 
that they are corrosive,” 
Heiligmann cautioned. “Work 
where spills will not harm anything 
valuable. And keep both dry 
chemicals and solutions labeled and 
locked up out of thereach of children 
and pets.”

Be careful in decorating 
with evergreen boughs 


Decorating inside the home with 
evergreen boughs is a holiday 
tradition for many families. For safe 
use of holiday greenery, follow these 
tips from specialists: 

— Use freshly cut evergreens 
whenever possible. Except for pines, 
which should be pruned in early 
summer, most landscape 
evergreens can be pruned now to 
yield boughs for decorating. Use 
sharp tools and proper pruning 
techniaues. 


— Store cut greens in water in a 
cool place until you’re ready to use 
them. 

— Warm temperatures and low 
humidity in the home cause even 
fresh greens to dry out quickly. 
Whenever possible, design 
arrangements so that the greens can 
be kept in water. 

— Keep greens away from any 
source of heat, such as heat vents, 
radiators, fireplaces or stoves, or 
appliances that give off heat. 


— Keep greens away from open 
flames. Sparks from a fireplace or a 
candle can ignite even fresh greens 
in a moment. 

— Greens, like Christmas trees, 
may be treated with fire retardant 
chemicals. Such materials will not 
prevent fire — they only slow its 
spread. Greens kept indoors get so 
dry in a few days that fire retardant 
chemicals have little or no effect. 
Careful use of greens to minimize 
the hazard of fire is the best defense 
aeainst it.

The Iron Cross 
Begonia (Begonia 
mas oman a) is not for 
beginners. 

According to 
horticulturists at 
Michigan State 
University, the life 
expectancy of this plant 
in the average home is 
only one to three 
months. It requires a 
combination of 
environmental 
conditions that most 
homes just don’t 

provide. 

The first requirement 
is good drainage. The 
plant is very 

susceptible to root rot 
caused by waterlogged 
soil. 

The soil should be 
high in organic matter. 
A mixture of equal parts 
loam. sand, peat and 


leaf mold is 
recommended. It should 
not be allowed to dry out 
or be watered so much 
that it always is soaking 
wet. Fertilize at half the 
recommended rate once 
a month. 

"Just enough" light is 
bright light but no direct 
sun, except in winter 
Too much light will 
cause the leaf tips to get 
brown and fry. Too little 
light will make the leaf 
stems grow long and 
leggy. Fluorescent light 
is a good alternative to 
natural light. 

The Iron Cross 
Begonia requires high 
humidity — 50 percent 
or higher— but you 
must keep water off the 
foliage to prevent 
mildew. 

Mildew is a problem, 


because, along with the 
high humidity, this 
plant must have warm 
temperatures. During 
the day, 80 to 85 degrees 
F is ideal. The 
minimum night 
temperature should be 
between 62 and 65 
degrees. 

If, in spite of all these 
cautions, you decide 
that the begonia with 
the Maltese cross on the 
leaves is for you, plant it 
in a shallow container, 
the experts advise. It 
has a shallow root 
system. 

Propagation is by leaf 
cuttings. Remove a leaf, 
make a cut acrosss the 
main rib on the 
underside and pin the 
leaf to a pot of damp 
sand. Roots will form at 
the cut.

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Doctor warns skiers 


Beware of snow blindness 


One of the most serious threats to 
weekend or vacationing Western 
Wayne County skiers is snow 
blindness, but it can be prevented, 
according to the Michigan 
Optometric Association. 

Although usually temporary, snow 
blindness can impair vision 
sufficiently to cause accidents, 
particularly driving accidents, and 
in some cases can result in 
permanent eye damage, said Dr. 
Philip E. Irion, the association’s 
president. Skiers however can 
prevent it, by wearing proper 
sunglasses or tinted goggles. 

"Snow blindness is the bleaching 
out of the eye’s retina to the point 
where the eye cannot adapt 
normally to indoor and night lighting 
levels,” Dr. Irion said. "It is caused 
by exposure for a few hours to glare 
created when the sun hits the snow.” 

He went on to say that it could be 
compared to the effect on the eyes of 
viewing a flashbulb popping. With 
snow blindness, the impaired vision

lasts longer because it takes much 
more time for the eye to recover 
from the bright glare. 

There are different types of 
sunglass lenses skiers can choose to 
prevent snow blindness. These are 
available in ready-made ski goggles, 
as well as in the special goggles 
available for skiers wearing 
prescription lenses. 

Those who spend most of their 
time on the slopes — such as ski 
instructors — will want a tinted, 
impact-resistant glass lens that 
screens out both ultra-violet and 


infra-red rays. Not all glass lenses I 
does that so it pays to ask before 
purchasing the lenses, Dr. Irion 
said. 

Most weekend or vacationing 
skiers, however, will be adequately 
protected by quality plastic or glass 
tinted lenses that do not screen out 
infra-red rays. Plastic lenses are 
lighter and more impact-resistant 
than glass, a plus for skiers who 
have a tendency to fall on the slopes 
or to tangle with brush and trees. 
Most ready-made ski goggles have 
plastic lenses. 


The best color for tinted lenses is 
medium or dark gray, because it 
does not interfere with color 
perception, Dr. Irion added. 
Medium or dark shades of green are 
satisfactory, but they do distort 
color perception somewhat 

He cautioned skiers to be certain 
their sunglass lenses are dark 
enough to screen out about 75 to 90 
percent of available sunlight. Many 
expert skiers find it necessary to 
change density of color while skiing 
in order to combat changing light 
conditions. For this reason, pros

often carry several pairs o toggles 
with different tints or goggles with 
interchangeable filters o enable 
them to read the terrai.i accurately 
and to compensate for flat light 
conditions. For the latter, yellow- 
tinted lenses may heigiten contrast, 
Dr. Irion said. 

Coated sunglass lenses that have a 
mirrored look are designed 
primarily for wear under intense 
glare situations and are a good 
choice for skiers, Dr. Irion advised. 
And another lens effective against 
glare is the polarizing lens, although 
the tilting of the head can reduce its 
effectiveness. 

Some skiers may find the 
photochromic or sun-sensitive 
sunglass lenses — which can change 
density, going from light to dark and 
vice versa — adequate on the slopes. 
This sunglass lens screens out about 
80 percent of the light at maximum, 
however, Dr. Irion cautioned that 
cold temperatures do slow down the 
darkening process. In addition, the 
lenses need a "breaking-in” period 
and must be subjected to a number 
of lightening-darkening cycles 
before maximum change can be 
achieved with relative ease. 

Dr. Irion cautioned that in 
selecting ski goggles skiers should 
be aware that cirved or bubble- 
shaped goggles can distort vision.

Why not cut your Yule tree? 


Sounds and sights of Christmas 
can include the rasp of hand saws 
amidst rows of snow-dusted 
evergreens for families which enjoy 
cutting their own Christmas trees, 
according to Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

"People are learning that the 
holidays not only mean gifts, good 
meals and football games,” said 
Joseph Ratke, Auto Club touring 
manager. "It’s also a time for doing 
things together, like cutting your 
own Christmas trees.” 

Most of the 82 choase-and-cut tree 
farms on Auto Club’s guide are 
geared to family involvement. 
Wagon or sleigh rides, snacks. Yule 
fires, free treats for children and 
visits by Santa Claus on weekends 
are offered by many. 

"One farm even sells Early 
American-style Christmas toys, 
while another lists entertainment on 
weekends,” Ratke added. 

Michigan’s farms sell several 
types of trees priced from $1 for 
Scotch pines to $20 for blue spruce, 


and up to $35 for flocked (painted) 
trees. 

Eleven sell by the foot, varying 
from 75 cents to $2 for trees 4 feet 
and higher. 

Several farms offer trees from 8 to 
30 feet tall for churches, businesses 
and other groups. 

Trees are machine-cleaned of 
dead needles and snow at seven 
farms and tree wrapping— binding 
branches tightly for easy cartop 
transport— is offered at 31 
operations. Most farms have pre-cut 
trees as well. 

"In addition, some offer ‘living* 
Christmas trees. Evergreens can be 
dug up, potted for Christmas display 
inside and planted outside later,” 
Ratke said 

If planning to cut your own tree 
this Christmas, Auto Club offers 
these recommendations: 

— Bring a hand saw, if going on a 
weekend, to avoid any delays. 
Although 73 farms lend saws, they 
may all be in use upon arrival. Axes 


are not allowed on most farms. 

— Select a tree to fit needs— and 
your living room — and saw close to 
the ground. Most pines and Douglas 
firs hold needles, while balsams and 
spruces lose them if not sufficiently 
watered. 

— Many farms provide twine to tie 
trees to cars, but bring some rope. 
Tie the tree’s base at the front of the 
car to prevent broken branches 
when putting it on the roof. 

— When storing, place trees in a 
bucket of water in a cool area, but 
don’t let water freeze. 

— Trees will absorb more water if 
an inch or two of the base is removed 
before placing it in the stand. 
Cutting at an angle also helps 
absorption. 

— Fill the stand with water daily 

— Avoid placing trees near 
heating ducts or open flames. 

‘•Before decorating any tree, 
always check lights for frayed wires 
and make sure electrical outlets 
won’t be overloaded,” Ratke added.

Ford aids cities with grant applications 


of Detroit 


Congressman William D. Ford is 
working actively with local officials 
and with the Economic 
Development Administration to 
bring federal money— and jobs— into 
his 15th Congressional District, 
under provisions of the Public Works 
Employment Act. 

The bill, passed by Congress in 
July in an override vote of President

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Helps thicken weak turf 

Fertilize now: 


For grass that greens up early 
next spring without that rapid 
growth that sends you running for 
the lawn mower every few days, 
fertilize your lawn now. 

“Dormant fertilization of lawns 
with a high nitrogen fertilizer 
around Thanksgiving or later is a 
good idea for a couple of reasons,” 
said Paul Rieke, Michigan State 
University professor of crop and soil 
sciences. “The residual effect of a 
dormant fertilization can give an 
early green-up without a lot of 
growth, which means less mowing 
when the ground is wet. Clippings 
are fewer, too, and can be returned 
to the lawn rather than removed.” 

Fertilizing now helps thicken 
weak or sparse turf before spring 
weedfc germinate. It also 
strengthens the turf to withstand the 
winter. 

Among the drawbacks of late 
fertilization is the possibilitv that 


late growth could leave the turf 
more susceptible to winter injury. 
Though this is possible, Rieke 
pointed out that it is not common of 
fertilizer is applied at proper rates 
and the grass is kept mowed until 
growth completely stops in the fall. 

“The potential for environmental 
contamination — pollution — by 
fertilizer runoff is the biggest 
drawback of dormant fertilization,” 
he noted. “To avoid this, put on no 
more than one pound of actual 
nitrogen per 1,000 square feet. On 
sandy soils, cut that to three-fourths 
of a pound and be sure that some of 
the nitrogen is in a slow-release 
form. 

“Slow-release fertilizer is much 
slower to dissolve and so less likely 
to be leached away than the readily 
soluble forms." 

Fertilize before the ground 
freezes, he advised, to minimize

ORDINANCE 

At a regular meeting of the Township Board for the Township of Van 
Buren, Wayne County, Michigan at the Township Hall on the 23rd day of 
November, 1976, at 7:30 P.M.

It was moved by Jerry Maton and seconded by Fred Domen, 

WHEREAS, Act 175 of the Public Acts of 1974 provides for the creation of a 
township official compensation commission by passage of an ordinance by 
the Township; and 

WHEREAS, the Township Board is desirous of passing such an ordinance ; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, BY THE TOWNSHIP BOARD OF 
THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN AS FOLLOWS: 

1. The following ordinance is hereby adopted for the purpose of 
establishing the Van Buren Township Officials Compensation Commission: 

Section 1. The Commission 

There is hereby created the Van Buren Township Officials Compensation 
Commission, (hereinafter the Commission), pursuant to Act 175 of the 
Public Acts of 1974. 

Section 2. Appointment of Members 

(a) The Commission shall consist of 5 members, each of whom is a 
registered elector within the Township of Van Buren. The members of the 
Commission shall be appointed by the Township Supervisor with the ap- 
proval of a majority of the members elected and serving on the Township 
Board. Ther term of office for each member of the Commission shall be 5 
years except that, of the members first appointed, 1 each shall be appointed 
for terms of 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 years. Appointments of succeeding members 
shairbe made on or before the October 1 Immediately preceding the ex- 
piration of the term. Any vacancies occurring on the Commission shall be 
filled for the remainder of an unexpired term upon appointement by the 
Supervisor and approval by a majority of the members elected and serving 
on the Township Board. 

(b) All members appointed as members of the first Commission shall be 
appointed within 30 days after the effective date of this ordinance. 

(c) No officer or employee of any governmental agency or unit or a 
member of the immediate family of such an officer or employee shall be 
eligible for appointment to the Commission. 

Section 3. Determination of Salaries 

( a ) The Commission shall determine the salaries of the Township’s elected 
officials and shall file said determinations with the Township Clerk. Said 
determinations shall be final as to salaries of the Township’s elected officials 
unless the Township Board shall reject said determination by resolutiin 
adopted by two-thirds of the members elected to and serving on the Board. 

(b) The determination of the Commission of the salaries of the Township’s 
elected officials shall be effective 30 days following the filing of their 
determination with the Township Clerk, unless rejected by the Township 
Board as provided in subsection (a) hereof. 

(c) Any expense, allowance or reimbursement paid to elected officials in 
addition to salary shall be for expenses incurred in the course of Township 
business and accounted for to the Township Board. 

Section 4. Meetings of the Commission 

(a) The Commission shall meet for not more than 15 session days in 1977 
and every odd numbered year thereafter and shall make its determination 
within 45 calendar days of its first meeting. The term “session days” meahs 
any calendar day on which the Commission meets and a quorum is present. 

(b) A majority of the members of the Commission constitutes a quorum 
for conducting the business of the Commission. The Commission shall takjp 
no action or make determinations without the concurrence of a majority of 
the members appointed and serving on the Commission. 

(c) The Commission shall elect a chairperson from among its members. 

(d) The members of the Commission shall receive no compensation, but 
shall be entitled to actual and necessary expenses incurred in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

Section 5. Effective Date 

This ordinance shall be effective the day after the publication of said or- 
dinance in the Belleville-Enterprise and Ypsilanti Press. The Township 
Clerk is hereby directed to publish this ordinance in the Belleville- 
Enterprise and Ypsilanti Press, which this Board finds to be a newspaper in 
general circulation within the Township, said publication to occur within 30 
days from the date of the passage of this ordinance by the Township Board. 

Section 6. Referendum 

This ordinance is subject to a referendum upon presentation of a petition 
to the Township Clerk within 60 days from the publication of this ordinance 
containing the signatures of at least 5 percent of the registered electors of 
the Township as of the effective date of the ordinance. In the event that a 
petition far referendum is filed, an election will be conducted and any 
determination of the Commission shall not be effective until the ordinance 
has been approved by the electors. 

2. Be it further resolved that the Township Board will appoint the first 
members of the Commission within 30 days from the publication of the or- 
dinance as provided hereinabove. 

3. Be it further resolved that the Commission is hereby directed to meet 
within 30 days of their appointment or before January 31, 1977, whichever is 
later, to elect a chairperson, to set the time of its regular meeting, and to 
begin its determination of Township Official salaries. 

4. Be it further resolved that the Commission present its first deter- 
mination on the salaries of the Township Officials, by the time of the 
presentation of the budget of the Township for the next succeeding fiscal 
year commencing with the 1977-78 fiscal year.

fertilizer loss. And apply the 
material carefully. Use a spreader 
to put the fertilizer on the turf only, 


not on sidewalks or curbs or in the 
street or driveway. 

“Fertilizer scattered on these 


hard surfaces would go straight into 
the storm sewers or ground water,” 
he pointed out. “Turf, however, is a 


thick mat. Once fertilizer gets down 
to the soil through that tangle, it's 
not likely to go anywhere.” 


How many yule lights are enough? 


Are three enough? Six 
too many? No, the topic 
isn’t prunes. It’s 
Christmas tree lights: 
how many strings of 
lights should you use on 
your tree to beautify it 
without overloading it? 

Michigan State 
University Extension 
specialists suggest this 
simple guide for 


figuring the light- 
holding capacity of a 
Christmas tree: 
multiply the height of 
the tree by the average 
width (in feet), and then 
multiply that lumber by 
three. For example, a 6- 
foot tree with an 
average width of 2 Vz 
feet could comfortably 
hold about 45 lights 


(6x2Vfex3). For the 
minimum number for a 
tree that size, cut that 
figure in half. 

To save energy and 
help keep the tree fresh, 
limit tree lighting to 
periods when it will be 
enjoyed the most. Never 
leave a lighted tree 
unattended.

Whorls of waxy, olive- 
green and cream

Commissioners to double 
cepecity of new county jeii 
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The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has voted to double 
the capacity of the 400-prisoner jail 
facility, planned, for construction in 
downtown Detroit. 

The county legislators at a Dec. 2 
meeting authorized the project 
architects to add four cell stories to 
the 7-story building envisaged 
originally. This would increase the 
number of beds to 800. 

The expansion, however, is 
subject to approval by the Michigan 
Department of Corrections. 

County Commissioner Samuel A. 
Turner (D-Detroit) who proposed 
the expansion, said it would provide 
“the least costly and most efficient 
means of increasing (permanent) 
bed capacity’*. He noted there will 
be an estimated need for up to 1,500 
jail beds over the next five years. 

The new’ construction is being 
financed by a special 5-y«r levy of 
one-half mill (50 cents per $1,000 of 
equalized valuation) approved by 
the voters last May 2. The mtllage 
will raise $35 million. 

Commissioner Edgar L. Harris 
(D-Tayk>r), vicechairman of tne 
board's Public WorksGommittee^ 

said the expansion would provide 400 

additional cells at a cost of OHty $ 
million, compared with tne 


estimated $22 million cost of the 
originally-planned 40O-cell building. 

“We will be saving the taxpayers a 
lot of money by this approach, he 
told the board “I don’t know how 
else in the next five years we are 
going to come up with the additional 
cells that the Detroit-Wayne County 
Criminal Justice Coordinating 
Council predicts we will need.” 

The need for additional jail cells 
became acute two years ago when a 
panel of three Circuit Court judges 
imposed a 720 -prisoner limit at the 
county jail, which had housed as 
manv as 1,600 inmates. 

In recent months the prisoner 
population has been running 
between L200 - 1 ,300. 

To handle the excess, the Board of 
Commissioners voted to convert a 
vacant psychiatric building at the 
Wayne County General Hospital 
complex in Westland to a “semi- 
permanent” detention facility for 
250 inmates. Tlie facility began 
operating last Friday with the 
arrival of 75 prisoners. 

The prisoners were transferred 
from the Detroit Police 
Headquarters overnight lockup 
which had been used for several 
months to house the jail overflow. 

In a related action, the 


commissioners allocated $549,940 to 
fund continued use of three barracks 
at Detroit House of Correction for 
another 60 days. 

Commissioner Turner said his 
plan to double the capacity of the 
new downtown detention facility 
could make it possible to end use of 
the former hospital building at some 
point in the future. Special 
permission from the State 
Department of Corrections was 
needed to permit the dormitory 
accommodations at the building. 

Construction of the new downtown 
facility is expected to start in the 
spring. It will be located one block 
south of the present jail at St. 
Antoine and Beaubien. 

Approval of Turner’s proposal to 
expand the new downtown facility 
was recommended by the 
commissioners’ Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee. 

Committee Chairman Lee 
Flowers expressed misgivings about 
havir^ so large a concentration of 
prisoners in one facility. He noted 
that the federal government limits 
to 400 the inmate capacity of 
detention facilities that receive 


federal funds. 

Commissioner Mary E. Dumas 
(R-Livonia) said she was concerned 
that expansion of the downtown 
building might preclude location of a 
permanent detention facility outside 
Detroit. 

“I think that in order to obtain the 
court services which we need in the 
out-county area, both for criminal 
and civil cases, we will have to have 
a detention facility in Western 
Wayne County,” she added. 

However, Commissioner Conrad 
L. Mallett (D-Detroit) responded: 
“Simply being able to add to the 
downtown structure at an 
enormous savings does not preclude 
adding facilities out-county. In fact, 
reported increases in crime in the 
suburbs indicate we soon will want 
an 800- cell facility out-county as 
well.” 

As a result of opening of the new 
detention facility, Presiding Circuit 
Court Judge James N. Canham 
lifted his order requiring suburban 
police to keep prisoners in their local 
lockups pending pre-trial 
appearances. He lifted his order 
effective Monday.

Gardenia is hard 
houseplant to grow 


Get your green thumb 
limbered up if you want 
to grow the gardenia. 

According to 
horticulturists, the 
gardenia is a difficult 
houseplant. It is 
sensitive to cold drafts, 
high temperatures and 
low humidity. Flower 
bud drop and leaf drop 
are common reactions 
to any change in the 
environment. 

The gardenia is a 
tender evergreen shrub. 

The best gardenia to 
grow as a houseplant is 
Gardenia jasminoides 
veitchii, a native of 
China. It is smaller than 
the standard florist’s 
gardenia, but it is not as 
temperamental. 

A south window in 
winter provides enough 
light. The plant cannot 
tolerate full sun in the 
summer, however. In 
insufficient light, flower 
buds fail to form. 

Temperatures of 62-65 
degrees at night and 
around 70 degrees 
during the day are ideal. 
Flower buds may fail to 
form if night 
temperatures are 
higher than 70 degrees 
or lower than 60. 

High humidity — 30 
percent or more — is 
necessary to prevent 
bud drop. 

A standard potting 
soil mix of equal parts 
loam, sand and peat is 
adequate. It should be 
slightly acid, with a ph 
of 5.0-5.5. Improper pH 
may prevent flower bud 
formation. Fertilize 
every other week from 
January through 
September with an acid 
reaction fertilizer, and 
water as often as 
necessary to keep the 
soil evenly moist. 

The gardenia may be 

Creeping 
plant fun 
to grow 

Pilea nummular if oiia, 
or Creeping Filea, goes 
by the name Creeping 
Charlie in the 
greenhouse, but it is no 
relative to the garden 
weed of the same name. 

A native of Latin 
America, found from 
the West Indies to Peru, 
this member of the pilea 
family is a creeping 
plant with small, round, 
slightly hairy leaves. It 
is a good terrarium 
plant or specimen for a 
hanging basket. 

Pot in a humus soil 
made of equal parts 
loam, sand, peat and 
leaf mold; and water 
whenever the soil 
surface begins to dry 
out. 

Place it where it will 
receive some bright 
light but no direct sun. 
Humidity of at least 30 
percent is advised. 

Propagation is by 
cutting rooted in moist 
sand or vermiculite. 
Because the creeping 
stems root easily at 
each node, propagation 
is not difficult. 


set in the garden for the 
summer. Choose a spot 
that gets morning sun 
and afternoon shade, 
and plunge the pot up to 
the rim in the garden 
soil. Bring the plant 
indoors before frost. 

Yellowing foliage 
may be a sign of low 

r 


temperatures, iron 
deficiency or disease. 
Mealybugs, aphids and 
red spider mites also 
may cause problems. 

If you should be 
successful in growing a 
gardenia, you can try 
propagating it by 
cuttings.
